Texas Teachers 
Grievances Listed 


With the start of the 1975 
Texas 
Legislative 
session 
just three months away, 
Texas teachers are getting 
ready to ask for a full-scale 
revision of the state school 
system , b etter pay 
for 
teachers, and a number of 
other changes in school laws. 
The legislative com ­ 
mittee of the Texas State 
Teachers 
Association will 
hold an open hearing on the 
association’s tentative 1975 
legislative program at I p.m. 
October 27 in Austin. 
Meeting in 
Austin 
this 
week, the committee was 


told by visitors from across 
the state that the No. I sore 
spot among Texas teachers 
is low pay. 


Despite TSTA efforts in 
1969 which helped to secure 
passage of a law raising the 
starting annual pay for a 
bachelor’s degree teacher 
this year to $6,600 with five 
percent annual raises, Texas 
still ranks 37th among the 50 
states in average teacher 
pay. 


Many young people are 
saying it’s not worth it to go 
to college four years and

then start work at $6,600 per 
year, TSTA leaders report. 
Because of “enrichment 
funds” supplied by some 
local school boards, some 
districts are able to pay their 
teachers above the state 
minimum 
scale, 
but 
not 
much. 
The 
Houston 
school 
district, for instance, starts 
a bachelor’s degree teacher 
with no experience at $7,900, 
or $1,300 above the state 
minimum scale. 
But the city of Houston 
pays first-year patrolmen 
$ 1 0 , 5 1 2 ; 
f i r s t - y e a r 
firefig h ters $10,067; and 
refuse collectors at an an­ 
nual rate of $7,313 to start 
and $8,088 after 18 months on 
the job, the Houston Post 
reported on Setptember 27. 
The TSTA 1975 legislative 
program 
will 
give 
top 
priority to passage of a new 
state law to overhaul the 
“ m i n i m u m 
foundat i on 
school program ” which has 
been in u se-w ith m inor 
changes-since 1949. 
Part of the proposed law - 
now in tentative draft form - 
wili be a new salary schedule 
aimed at moving Texas to a 
position above the U.S. 
av erag e teach er pay of 
$10,673, with a built-in cost- 
of-living factor to keep pace 
with inflation.

I tablespoon butter of m argarine, melted 
1 tablespoon sugar 


l 2 teaspoon cinnamon 
2 squares sem i-sweet chocolate 
2 tablespoons milk 
2 cups biscuit mix 
% cup milk 
Va cup sugar 
1 egg 
2 tablespoons salad oil 


Combine coconut, butter, I tablespoon sugar, and cin­ 
namon; set aside. Melt chocolate with 2 tablespoons milk in 
sauce pan over levy heat, stirring constantly; cool. M ean­ 
while, com bine biscuit mix, 34 cup milk, sugar, egg, and 
salad oil; beat vigorously about 30 seconds. Add half the 
dough to the m elted chocolate; blend well. Alternately spoon 
chocolate m ixture and rem aining dough into greased 8-inch 
square pan. Cut through batter with spatula or knife in 
zigzag p attern to m arble. Evenly sprinkle reserved coconut 
m ixture over batter. Bake at 400 degrees for about 30 
m inutes or until lightly browned. Cool; cut into squares. 
Make about 9 servings. 


Pumpkin Teacakes 


2 one-third cups New Bisquick 
3 Tablespoons sugar 
3 tablespoons butter, m elted and cooled slightly

Grapefruit Stars in Fruit Cake 


A great deal of w inter nostalgia of course, revolves around 
food. Rem em ber when citrus was a big deal at Christm as 
tim e-particularly in the toe of the stocking? 
And now we have enough w inter citrus to put in January 
salads, desserts, fruitcakes, to use for garnishes and glazes. 
It is a fine accom panim ent for m any dishes and, one of our 
most im portant sources of vitam in C. 
When buying grapefruit or oranges in bags you m ay find 
the U.S. D epartm ent of A griculture grade U.S. No. I on the 
label. This grade m eans good quality. You can expect the 
citrus to be firm and juicy, with few defects. 
W hether you buy in bulk or by the piece, avoid lightweight 
grapefruit or oranges. They will lack juice. Also avoid fruit 
with cuts or skin punctures, soft spots on the surface, and 
soft discolored areas around the stem end. 


If you are looking for som ething different to do with citrus, 
try G rapefruit Shell Fruitcake. This is a fruitcake baked 
inside a grapefruit shell. 


Grapefruit Cake 


Select large grapefruit. Cut off top of grapefruit (about 1M> 
inches) and discard. Remove pulp from rem ainder, being 
careful to leave all the thick p art of the peel and not to break 
the shell. (You can use the pulp in a salad .) 
Cover the shell with cold salted water, and boil for IO 
m inutes. D rain off w ater. R epeat this process four tim es to 
rem ove the bitter flavor from the peel. Cool. 
M ake a syrup with equal parts of sugar and w ater. Use 
enough syrup to float the shells. Cook shells in a syrup until 
it is m edium thick. Let shells stand in the syrup at least 24 
hours, turning several tim es. Cook shells again until syrup is 
very thick. Remove shells from syrup. Invert shells over 
sm all bowls to dry. 
Fill the shells about :i4 full of your favorite fruit cake mix. 
Bake at 275 degrees for about 2Vfe hours. Cool throughly. 
W rap in cellophane or alum inum foil and store in the 
refrigerator or freezer. The necessary storage tim e will 
depend (Mi w hat is best for your fruitcake. The shells will 
darken and will slice easily, m aking a candied edge for the 
cake.

Use at least the amount of 
detergent recommended on the 
package, perhaps a little more 
to compensate for the limita­ 
tions of cold water. A bleach 
substitute such as Borateem Plus 
is a big help, too. 
Do not overload the washer, 
for that limits the cleaning ac­ 
tion of the machine. But do wait 
for full loads to accumulate to 
save energy. 
Pretreating stains and heavy 
soil on clothing becomes in­ 
creasingly 
important 
in 
cold 
water washing. Heavily soiled 
or stained items may benefit 
from a soak before washing, 
adding to the water Vi-cup of 
a stain fighter like the bleach 
substitute. 
If cold water is used for pre­ 
soaking, a longer soak (2 to 3 
hours) will be needed than if 
warm water is used. For difficult 
stains, try rubbing in a few 
pinches of the bleach substitute 
before washing. 
Since most powdered laundry 
products dissolve slowly in cold 
water, it would be best to add 
product to the wash water and 
let agitation start before clothes 
are added. If this is not possible, 
the product could be pre-dis- 
solved in a jug or bottle before 
adding to the washer.

Q. What are triglycerides? 


A. Loosely speaking, triglyc­ 
eride is another word for fat. 
The fat in our foods and in our 
bodies is primarily a mixture of 
a variety of triglycerides. Dur­ 
ing digestion, 
food fats are 
broken down into their compo­ 
nent parts which can then be 
recombined to form the triglyc­ 
erides characteristic of our bod­ 
ies. The body also synthesizes 
fat from carbohydrates espe­ 
cially when caloric intake is 
higher than calorie expenditure. 
Several hours after a meal that 
contains 
fat, the 
triglyceride 
level in the blood normally 
rises and then gradually drops. 
In some individuals, however, 
the blood triglyceride level is 
continuously high. This tend­ 
ency may be inherited and is 
sometimes 
linked to obesity, 
diabetes, 
and coronary heart 
disease. C o n tin u o u sly high 
blood triglyceride levels are 
most likely to occur with a high 
calorie diet that is rich in carbo­ 
hydrates 
but 
low 
in 
fats. 
Ironically, a diet that is mod­ 
erately high in fat but restricted 
in total calories is used to treat 
a continuously high triglyceride 
level in the blood.
